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Public hearing 
catches fire 


Continos win 
Wistaria award 


Two entities kept the audience at the Sierra 
Madre City Council meeting Tuesday awake and 
on their toes: the Camp Fire girls who offered the 
Pledge of Allegiance anad dramatis personnae in 
the public hearing appeal between Hugh Warden/ 
William Sullivan and Howard Miller. 

The Camp fire girls twinkled and giggled. The 
other people did not. 

As a background to the public hearing, War¬ 
den and Sullivan own an apartment house just 
south of Miller’s home. Miller is objecting to the 
parking lot they have installed following tearing 
down old garages on the property for housing 
tenants’ autos. Miller objects to auto fumes, noise 
and light from the area. 

According to Miller, four Planning Commissions 
have refused the parking lot plan since 1979 and 
“the last meeting is the first time the applicants 
have appealed decisions.’’ 

Last month the Planning Commission again 
denied those applicants the right to build the park¬ 
ing lot and found for a partially covered com¬ 
plex. 

Warden told the council, “They (the Millers) 
want us to build carports . . . Ordinance 1011 
was passed Dec. 27, 1983 retroactive. It was pointed 
directly at us and passed by one vote. We ques¬ 
tion the legality of ‘retroactive.’ 1 don’t think it’s 
constitutional.’’ 

Miller contended that the law “punishes 
noncompliance of the law after the passing.’’ 

Ordinance No. 1011 “provides that sites ren¬ 
dered non-conforming as’defined within that sec¬ 
tion 9776 shall conform to this chapter within 12 
months of the effective date of this section,” 
as stated in the text of the council packet. War¬ 
den and Sullivan appealed the recent decision of 
the Planning Commission as a public nuisance and 
fire hazard. 

The council Tuesday continued the matter until 
the Apr. 9 meeting, referring it to City Adminis¬ 
trator James McRea to attempt to work out some 
sort of compromise before the next meeting. 

Miller contended that there was room for 12.3 
parking spaces in the lot instead of the nine they 
have constructed. “Now they ask you to grant 27 
variances,” Miller said referring to the number of 
variances necessary to allow Warden and Sullivan 
to continue their parking lot. “We have an illegal 
parking lot and an illegal apartment house.” He 
told councilmembers that if they passed this var¬ 
iance they “would set a precedence for open park¬ 
ing for all future apartment houses in the city.” 

When Warden said, “Miller is a wonderful 
writer,” Warden’s wife, Veronica, said, “He is 
not.” 

Mayor Tom Edwards asked her if she would 
like to speak and she answered, “Yes, 1 would, 
damn it. Mr. Miller is the most ridiculous part of 
these hearings... He has slandered us.” 

The Mayor cautioned her not to go into per¬ 
sonalities but she continued, “Mr. Miller goes 
around looking for donut holes.” 

After lengthy discussion about the sizes of 
modern cars, the area for turnaround, whether the

This is the second in a series of articles on 
some of the ramifications and consequences of 
our participation in the San Gabriel Valley Muni¬ 
cipal Water District. Ed. 

In our first article of this series we related how 
Steve Huffey, a resident of Monrovia who owns 
property in Sierra Madre, discovered his water tax 
rate in Sierra Madre was 4(X)'Vo higher than the 
water tax rate on Monrovia property tax bills. 

The tax is listed on our bills as “Municipal 
Water,” which is misleading. The Sierra Madre 
water which we currently all use is billed bi-monthly 
by the city water department. 

The “Municipal Water” tax item stands for 
San Gabriel Valley Municipal Water District, the 
independent four-city water district formed in 1957 
as an alternate to joining giant Metropolitan Water 
District, which serves much of Southern California. 

Thus, the “Municipal Water” tax does not 
pay for the water we are using. It is strictly “in¬ 


surance” to provide a way to get additional water, 
if we ever need it. Monrovia which has its “in¬ 
surance” with MWD, pays only '/ith as much. 

Sierra Madre, in its l(X)-plus years of occupa¬ 
tion by white men, has never needed water. Dur¬ 
ing the worst of this century’s droughts we have 
come close, but managed — thanks to some wise 
city fathers in the past — to squeak through. Most 
years we have enough to sell surplus water to our 
neighbor Arcadia. 

We asked William Whiteside, general manager 
of our district, what necessitated such a high tax 
rate for the district. He listed a number of rea¬ 
sons, including the district’s contract with the state 
for its share of the Feather River project (close to 
$77 '/2 million, over 63 years), continued payment 
on the SI7'/: million band issue for the district’s 
pipeline which connects to the state project, costs 
of maintaining the pipeline and excessive rainfall

divides calendar

We are now in Lent which is part of 
the Christian Year. The Christian Year 
divides the calendar year into meaning¬ 
ful segments such as the Christmas sea¬ 
son, the Easter season. Lent, the prepara¬ 
tion season for Easter, and other valuable 
teaching periods. 

Reflecting on my 30 years as priest 
or clergyman, I believe I would teach and 
encourage people to more fully live out 
their lives in tune with the year that be¬ 
gins with Advent, four weeks before 
Christmas. 

I was talking to a salesman at lunch 
the other day, and he reminded me that 
mankind seems best suited for special 
pushes for a limited period. This is the 
motivational technique behind all sales 
promotion schemes where one contest 
follows another. We seem to learn and 
live best this way, rather than an endless 
continuum of sameness. This same plan 
is carried out in the concept of the Chris¬ 
tian Year, and I believe it is an effective 
pattern. 

As I mentioned before, we are in Lent, 
which is observed on some manner by 
most Christians. 

For me, the season, among many 
things, is a reminder of our mortality. This 
is not a morbid thing, but realistic, as we 
face our human limitations and begin to 
understand the joy of Easter which gives 
us hope beyond the grave. Lent is the 
season which encourages us to focus 
on our mortality, something we might 
ignore and thereby miss the fullness of 
Easter. 

Oh, I know that the fearsome issues 
of life don’t wait for Lent, but rise up in 
all seasons. As Christine Heffner says in 
her poem: 

Our real Lents happen as they will. 

Our bitter fasting is forced on us. 

Our true Fridays hammer nails 

of cold iron we bleed on 

and pain 

comes 

and fear 

comes. 

And the dead quiet of Saturday 
we fall into 
sometime. Somehow. 

Each of us. 

Even our own little Easters are not 
schedules exactly into our calendars, and 
resurrections come as they will. But, over 
the span of our lives, we need the seasons 
to structure our lives so that our exper¬ 
ience is balanced and complete and we 
are prepared for any eventuality. 

May God give you a thoughtful and 
refective Lent, so that the fullness of 
Easter may be yours.

When 1 saw 
the picture of the Honorable Thomas Bradley, 
Mayor of Los Angeles, shaking hands with a 
hobo and visiting the home for hobos being 
built in downtown L.A., I couldn’t believe it. 

It reminded me of the song, ‘‘The Big 
Rock Candy Mountains.” Further, it brought 
to mind the first time 1 heard the song. It 
was in the hayloft of my dad’s livery barn in 
Crosby, N.D.

The California Public 
Utilities Commission re¬ 
cently ordered revisions 
in local telephone rates 
for most Californians. 

The revisions are an 
$18.5 million reduction 
(0.31 ®/o) for Pacific Bell 
customers and a $77 mil¬ 
lion increase (4.8%) for 
customers of General 
Telephone. 

These rate changes fol¬ 


low the conclusion of the 
commission’s investiga¬ 
tions of the utilities’ 
claims that 1985 would 
bring increased costs of 
doing business, primarily 
the result of inflation 
and accelerated deprecia¬ 
tion on equipment whose 
useful lives have been 
shortened due to the utili¬ 
ties’ modernization ef¬ 
forts. 


Monrovia will cele¬ 
brate its lOOth year as 
a city in 1986, and a 
great many interesting 
facts about the city have 
surfaced as a result of 
investigation into its 
founding. 

Its well-known found¬ 
er, William M. .Monroe, 
started doing business on 
what came to be known 
as “Monroe’s Ranch’’ 
in 1885. He paid $30,000 
to silver baron, E. J. 
“Lucky” Baldwin, for 
240 acres of his Rancho 
Santa Anita. More land 
was eventually added 
from Rancho de Duarte, 
on the east. 

The city was named 
after Monroe in 1886 
and became the fourth 
city in l.os .Angeles 
County to be incor¬ 
porated, in 1887. Only 
Los Angeles, Pasadena 
and Santa Monica took 
precedence. 

Monroe, along with a 
.Mr. Spence and Judge 
Bicknell, knew that an¬ 
other pioneer, Mr. 
Crank, would be bring¬ 
ing the railroad through 
Monrovia. They all knew 
they stood to be even 
more wealthy with the 
easier access to business 


and industry in down¬ 
town L.A. 

The Pacific Electric 
Railway did arrive in the 
early 19()0s. Track was 
laid to the San Gabriel 
River where it joined the 
Santa Fe Railroad. 

Monroe returned some 
of his advantages to the 


community. 

He started the first 
school in his own home, 
with some “borrowed” 
children from Lucky 
Baldwin’s Rancho Santa 
Anita. Combined with 
children of Monrovia 
settlers, there were 
enough for an accredited 
group, l.ater, the school 


was moved to a loca¬ 
tion downtown and 
Monroe was appointed 
by the Los Angeles 
County office to be the 
first superintendent for a 
time. The first real 
school was built on the 
site of what is called 
Monroe School, to this 
day.

Judy Reib’s urging for an “open space zone” 
promi.ses to develop nto something even more in¬ 
teresting, according to rumors around town. And 
Linus Pakulski urged “more space, areas to walk 
through grass parks . . . this is not Hunting- 
ton Beach.” 

The Ralph Rittenhouse rebuttal included state¬ 
ments that the Lawless property on which the homes 
in question — the large-sized homes on small 
lots — have been built as a prview of what he 
plans to build on the Jameson Estate area, was 
listed on the market for a long time. “I have a 
right to build on my property ... I think every¬ 
one is being a little .selfish . . . People object to 
my homes. There’s a lot of people who like them.” 

In other business, commissioners continued the 
hearing for a side yard variance at 204 Manzanita, 
Michael and Jacqueline Sewcer, and denied the re¬ 
quest for a fence height variance for Frank and 
GinaOliveras at 218 Windwood Lane. 

They referred back to the Council an appeal 
by Mr. Almquist at 615 Woodland Drive and set 
an appeal hearing for Apr. 6. 

Barbara and Joe Godley must decide whether 
or not they wish to apply for a rezoning applica¬ 
tion of property they own at 24 Mira Monte Ave. 
Currently the rental property is in an R-1 zone. 

According to City Administrator Jim McRea, 
there was a long discussion concerning single family 
R-1 zone non-conforming second dwelling units, 
an item that has cropped up recently at City Council 
meetings, and a public hearing has been set for a 
proposed new ordinance at the next Planning Com¬ 
mission meeting which is set for Apr. 18.

the past several years which has curtailed sales of 
water that would have helped to meet district 
expenses. 

A conversation with Tim Skove of MWD con-' 
firmed that MWD has most of the same problems 
as our district. It also has a contract with the state 
for Feather River water and its own pipeline installa¬ 
tion and maintenance costs, including the extensive 
.system which delivers Colorado River water to 
southern California. 

According to Whiteside, MWD’s vast spread 
of customers allows it to “spread its costs.” Its 
main advantage, however, is in serving a number 
of members — all of San Diego County, for example 
— who have no other practical source of water 
and thus provide a base of continuous water sales, 
whether the climate produces rainy years or drought. 

By comparison, our four-city district can only 
“spread its costs” over four cities and does not 
enjoy any “captive” customers. All four cities have 
their own sources of water and rely on the dis¬ 
trict only to supplement their supply. 

Eighty percent of MWD’s income comes from 
water sales, and it has established a policy of 
phasing out its tax rate completely by the year 2020. 

We also asked Whiteside why our tax rate 
had gone up 43% in the past year. He laid the 
blame on increased charges by the state, due to lower 
water sales and unexpected maintenance problems 
with the Feather River project. MWD, which, he 
said, switched the purchase of a million acre feet 
of water to its Colorado River operation, was 
named as a prime villain. Next year, he said, the 
charges should be less. 

In addition to enabling our district to meet its 
costs, our high tax rate has allowed it to amass $13 
million, which it has stashed in various invest¬ 
ments. Three million of this is for depreciation and 
two million is in restricted bond funds. Whiteside 
states that the district plans to use part of the addi¬ 
tional eight million to help reduce our tax rate in 
future years. 

Aiming at other means of generating money 
and reducing taxes, the district has invested $1.4 
million in constructing a hydro-electric plant which 
will generate electricity when the district is spreading 
water. Hopefully, he says, the plant will be com¬ 
pleted by August of this year and resulting sales 
of electric power will help to cut the district’s 
costs. 

Next week we will take a look at current 
plans of our district for securing the supplemental 
water for Sierra Madre which has been promised 
lot so long and which our high water tax rate is 
supposed to ensure us, in case of need. We will 
also look at the possible additional cost to Sierra 
Madreans for that water, should one of those 
plans come to fruition.

bank interest and/or penalties as provided in the 
escrow instructions. 

Councilmembers got into a hassle whether or 
not to hold a determination hearing for the com¬ 
munity and Group W. The council has received 
two letters with a list of names of persons who 
are requesting the hearing to determine whether 
or not the cable company qualifies for deregula¬ 
tion, i.e., whether they have 70% penetration in 
the community and if five channels are viewable.
